Remark 

1. Claims 18-19 have been cancelled. Pending claims 1-17, and 20-30 are for 
reconsideration. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-17, and 20-30 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of record issued to Younis fails to teach or suggest a programmable 
dynamic range receiver comprising a jammer detector and a state machine, wherein the state 
machine controls the receiver based on the results of the jammer detector detecting the existence 
of jamming in the RF signal, the state machine operative to transition the receiver between at 
least one state of high linearity receiving mode and at least one state of low linearity receiving 
mode, and the state machine enters a state of high receiving mode FASTER than entering a state 
of low linearity receiving mode, yet the state machine leaves the state of high linearity receiving 
mode SLOWER than leaving the state of the low linearity receiving mode as cited in claims 1, 
15 and its corresponding method as in claim 16 as well as an integrated chip (IC) for providing 
programmable linearity in a receiver with same features as in claims 27 and 29.
